WAR HERO’S FAMILY 
BRUTALLY MURDERED 

IN CENTRAL PARK 


New York — A mother and two 
children were killed and a father was 
wounded yesterday afternoon in New 
York’s Central Park as the family ap¬ 
parently stumbled onto a mafia exe¬ 
cution while strolling through the 
park for a picnic. All were shot at 
point blank range. 

The dead children are Frank and 
Barbara Castle. Their mother was 
Maria Castle. Wounded was Captain 
Frank Castle, of the U.S. Marines. 
Captain Castle was home in New 
York on leave. He was to have re¬ 
ceived the Presidential Medal of 


Freedom at the White House today. 

The police report indicates that 
the family may have stumbled upon a 
mafia execution taking place in an 
isolated location of the park. Fearing 
witnesses, sources say, the killers 
opened fire on the family. 

The Bruno Costa mafia “family” 
are the prime suspects for the killing. 
Mayor Herman Coleville said, “I’m 
appalled by this senseless attack on 
an innocent family. Every possible 
measure will be taken to capture 
these cold-blooded killers.”

Family Murder Drives 
Capt. Castle into Seclusion 

New York, Sept. 20 — U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps Captain Frank Castle, 
whose wife and two children were 
brutally murdered last month in Cen¬ 
tral Park, has not been seen since his 
family’s funeral on August 21. De¬ 
spite his hardship, Marine officials 
say, they have no choice but to con¬ 
sider him AWOL. 

Castle was home for a brief leave 
prior to a White House ceremony in 
which he was to have received the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom on 
August 18. His family was murdered 
August 17. 

Castle’s close associates in the 
Marine Corps are surprised by the 
hero’s desertion, calling it very un¬ 
characteristic for him. “Apparently 
the shock of losing his family has 
driven him into a state of solitude,” 
said Dr. William Guglione, a Marine 
Corps psychologist. “He was a de¬ 
voted family man. We can only imag¬ 
ine the post-traumatic stress he must

I have been investigating the recent series of computer system 
break-ins of several organizations including a noted computer devel¬ 
opment corporation, a top-three motor vehicle manufacturer, and a 
Japanese electronics giant. My investigations have established a 
pattern to these illegal entries into highly sophisticated security 
programs that were viewed as 100% impenetrable. It seems that the 
same person or persons are responsible for each of these break-ins. 

I find it hard to believe that a single "hacker" could crack the 
top-secret security measures of three of the most influential corpo¬ 
rations in the world. I tend to believe that a mastermind group of 
skilled individuals is behind this.

Frank Castiglione (Castle) was a Captain in the United States Marine 
Corps and served five years in the Vietnam war. For heroism in the 
line of duty he was decorated with both the Bronze and Silver Star 
and four times with the Purple Heart. After the war, he ran special 
training missions for Marine commandos in the upper New York State 
area. 

His wife and two children were brutally murdered during a family 
picnic in Central Park. It is alleged that the Castle family 
stumbled upon a mob execution carried out by the Bruno Costa "fam¬ 
ily." He was so traumatized by his family's murder that he deserted 
from the Marines and went into seclusion. He surfaced a few months 
later as The Punisher, and set out on an anti-crime spree through 
New York that left many dead. 

Psychiatric Evaluation: 

After examining Frank Castle, I believe he suffers from tremendous 
mental illness, brought about by witnessing the bloody slaying of

his family. He can not be entirely blamed for his condition. After 
years of perilous danger in Vietnam, and the shocking loss in Cen¬ 
tral Park, he has been driven mad by anger, hate and revenge. Un¬ 
doubtedly he also suffers severe guilt and feelings of inadequacy 
for "failing" to protect his family. 

He seemingly has no one to live for. A true loner in mind and 
spirit, his only goal in life is to rid the world of crime and 
criminals 

I recommend advanced therapy on a daily basis. It may be the only 
way to prevent his inner turmoil from driving him over the edge into 
insanity. 

Thus far, Castle has been uncooperative, but I believe I can reach 
him. My own service in Vietnam may help me build rapport with this 
most interesting and troubled patient. 

I will continue my efforts on a regular basis.

Special Notes: 

Since the patient carries a severe hatred for criminals, and since 
the prison is of course filled with criminals, Frank Castle should 
be held in solitary confinement. He has already injured several 
prisoners without provocation. Some of Castle's worst enemies are 
within the prison walls. By letting them mingle, we are asking for a 
major problem that could lead to riots. Keep him isolated, or more 
prisoners will be injured; some may die.

RE: The Punisher's Battle Van and Weapons Arsenal 



BATTLE VAN: 

Since The Punisher first hit the streets of New York, stories have 
circulated about his battle van, which is supposedly indestructible. 
According to testimony provided by criminals who have survived 
attacks by The Punisher, the van is equipped with a 4-barrel mini¬ 
gun, a grenade launcher, and a smoke screen. It is nearly impossible 
to track. It has a peel-away coat of paint, so it could be disguised 
as a TV repair truck one day and a police van the next. There seems 
to be some sort of computer-controlled tracking device on board. I 
have no idea how a man with a military background could construct 
such a machine. In my opinion. The Punisher is not acting alone. 

Recently, I obtained a snapshot of the interior of the van taken by 
a passer-by during a Punisher incident. To my knowledge, this is the 
only picture ever taken of the van. I have submitted it to our 
technology section for analysis. 

WEAPONS: 

According to testimony from witnesses, including criminals who have 
survived encounters with The Punisher, he carries several weapons. 
His main weapon is the M-16 Combat Rifle, similar to the one he used 
in Vietnam. In addition, he normally carries a 14-round 9MM Browning 
Llama automatic pistol, and a Gerber Mark II Combat Knife. It is 
hard to predict what weapons The Punisher will be carrying at any 
given time. He often takes weapons from fallen opponents. The Pun¬ 
isher may be better equipped than any law enforcement agency.

I believe it is my responsibility to apprehend 
criminals. But they, as everyone in America, are entitled to a 
fair trial where justice can be served. No 
matter what a criminal has done in the past, 
he has a right to pay his dues and mend his 
ways. I am not a vigilante. I am a crime 
fighter. 

Q: Then you would disagree with the meth¬ 
ods of other crime fighters, namely The 
Punisher? 

A: The Punisher and I do not share the 
same beliefs. His method of dealing with 
crime is to exterminate it. He believes that 
all criminals are worthless, that they clutter 
up the judicial system, and return to the streets to strike the 
innocent again. He has no proof to back up this claim. In my 
opinion, if you kill a man, you are a murderer. In this respect, 
The Punisher is no better than his victims. He and I have 
clashed in the past. We both want the same thing, an end to 
crime. But our methods are as different as night and day.

Very little is known about the early life of The Kingpin. He has 
described himself, however as having been "an unpopular, obese 
child" before beginning his pursuit of bodybuilding.

It is widely be¬ 
lieved that he murdered a man at the age of twelve, but this has 
never been proved. In his adolescence, he fanatically trained him¬ 
self in various methods of bodybuilding and personal combat, finally 
focusing on the Japanese art of sumo.

became particularly fascinated with political science. He theorized 
that the key to success would be in using political techniques in 
organizing and directing groups of criminals. It was his adoption of 
these techniques that caused him to be thought of as a political 
"kingpin" of organized crime. Hence the name, which has stuck with 
him through the years. 

Fisk is a very intelligent and cunning practitioner of crime. Al¬ 
though he has always taken pleasure in physical combat with his 
enemies, he has always recognized the necessity to never place 
himself in a situation in which the law can prove his responsibility 
for crimes. Fisk has never been convicted of a crime, and was only 
arrested once, for personally stealing an ancient tablet from Empire 
State University. Charges were dropped soon thereafter. 

Fisk has always been careful to invest his ill-gotten money in 
legitimate businesses. The first company he owned completely was one 
dealing in spices from the Far East. Today, even though Fisk has 
built a vast legitimate business empire in various fields, he still 
professes in public to being merely a "humble dealer in spices." 

After about a decade of being a criminal leader, Fisk had also 
achieved enough success in legitimate business to become a prominent 
member of New York society. It is at this point that he met, and 
married Vanessa (maiden name unknown), a beautiful woman not yet 20 
years old. Whether or not Vanessa knew of his criminal activities 
when she married him is unclear; but she did know afterward. Their 
son, Richard was born within a year after their marriage. 

During these years, The Kingpin was well known in underworld 
circles, but his criminal identity in the legitimate business world 
was not public knowledge. However, years later The Kingpin attempted 
to kill Daily Bugle publisher, J. Jonah Jameson, who then publicly 
exposed Fisk as The Kingpin. This revelation led to a major setback 
in The Kingpin's criminal and business operations. In addition, his 
wife Vanessa, sickened by his life of crime, gave him an ultimatum 
to reform his life or she would leave him. Unwilling to lose Va¬ 
nessa, Fisk agreed to her terms, and the two retired to Japan.

Word of 
these files being released to law enforcement authorities got out, 
and the new leaders of the New York crime syndicate kidnapped Va¬ 
nessa, who was then apparently killed by a Kingpin aide who cor¬ 
rectly saw her as the only obstacle preventing Fisk from taking 
command again. 
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The enraged Fisk made a strong comeback, taking control of his 
former organization and making it more powerful than ever. We have 
uncovered several unconfirmed reports that The Kingpin backed Ran¬ 
dolph Winston Cherryh, as a puppet candidate, in the mayoral elec¬ 
tion. Rumor has it that the costumed crime-fighter Daredevil discov¬ 
ered Fisk's wife Vanessa alive, though suffering from severe mental 
problems. Daredevil cut a deal with the Kingpin whereby he would 
return Vanessa if The Kingpin ordered Cherryh to decline accepting 
the office of the mayor. Considering Cherryh won the election, and 
refused to accept the mayoralty, this story seems as if it may 
indeed be true. If Daredevil returned Vanessa to the Kingpin's 
custody, it has been kept secret. Her whereabouts are unknown and no 
one in the Kingpin's organization is speaking about it. 

Most recently, The Punisher has been attempting to infiltrate The 
Kingpin's organization. The Punisher sees The Kingpin as the root of 
the crime problem in New York. 

Weapons :

MOROLLA: Merry Christmas, boss! 

FISK: Never mind that. What about this attorney, Matthew Murdock? 

MOROLLA: He's really sticking his nose where it doesn't belong. He's 
damaged our drug trade, and also penetrated our real estate. 

FISK: You mean that stupid little apartment complex on the corner? 

MOROLLA: Yeah. I had that lot owner ready to sell out without any 
problem. Then Murdock steps in and starts rallying the community 
into putting pressure on the guy not to sell out to The Kingpin. 

FISK: Damn him! If I don't get that lot, it will ruin my deal to buy 
that entire block.

I will build the tallest building in Manhattan — one that 
casts a big black shadow over the entire city. MURDOCK, MURDOCK! 
what else has he done? 

MOROLLA: He also won a tenants' rights case that ruined a ten- 
million-dollar housing venture for us. Now he's working with some 
grassroots environmental group against our subsidiary company, 

KELCO. He's making progress there. 

FISK: We'll win that case. I bought everyone off personally. I want 
to show Murdock that the Kingpin's justice system is more powerful 
than any court in the world. 

MOROLLA: Uh, sir, I must remind you that you are violating your 
number one rule about distance by getting personally involved. Why 
don't you let me... 

FISK: Murdock is beginning to plague me! He's eating at me and 
slowly ruining my business.
